BILL.

ne Minister eaid that the proposal in th 
Bill was that for five years bha the vahun- 
tion of a holding had been increased, unly 
one-third of the increase come into 
force for rating pur The two principal 
sections, 6 and 7, when they came in opera- 
tion, would save considerable time and 
money to local authorities, and for local 
authorities tu get the benefit of the clauses 
it was necessary that the Bill should come 
into operation before the 21st of this month. 

Because the Bill had not yet passed the 
Oireachtas there was considerable anxiety in 
his Department and — local authorities 
throughout the State, as they did not know 
for certain whether the new system would 
come into operation at all this year. 

At the Senate he was placed in the position 
of having to accept the lesser of two evils— 
that of accepting what he realised to be a 
thoroughly unsound amendment or disagree- 
ment, which would hold up the bill. 

The Senate amendments, accepted by the 
Minister, were then agreed to by the House. 
REMISSION OF RATES. 

The amendment (No, 8) sent down by the 

Senate was to the effect that two-thirds of 
the rates ón every house built by 
authority under the Housing Acts between 
April 1st, 1920, and March 3ist, 1927, should 
be remitted. 
, Mr. Burke gave to the House the figures 
i! connection with all the houses erected by 
the Dublin Corporation under the Fair- 
brothers’ Fields, nnelly’s Orchard, Marino 
and Croydon Park schemes. The average all- 
in cost per house, including all expenditure, 
was £756. Excluding the price of the land 
and the acquisition and development costs the 
average cost per house was The houses 
were sold on lease to the tenants at an 
average of £648 apiece. The ground rent of 
£2 16s. per house was merely a charge to 
secure the reversion of the land to the Cor- 
poration on the expiration of the lease, to 
secure that the new areas would not become 
slums. 

The Senate amendment would have the 
effect of placing individuals already in a 
fortunate position in having houses to live in 
without any effort on their part, in a still 
more favourable position at the expense of 
the general body of ratepayers. The amend- 
ment as intended would put an additional 
burden of threepence in the £ on the rate- 
payers of the City of Dublin. That would 
have to be orne, not merely by 
the wealthy ratepayers, but by slum-dwellers, 
who would give both their eyes to have 
the houses about which certain complaints 
were now being made. One effect of the 
amendment would be to make loca] authorities 
less eager to build houses. 

FAULTY DRAFTING. 


“Tf.” he went on, “the amendment would | 


have the result intended TI would have no 
hesitation in recommending its rejection. | 
have, however, gone into it thoroughly, and 
I find that it will have practically no effect 
on the section, because, owing to faulty draft- 
ing, it will not have the result intended. 
(Laughter.) I, therefore, propose that the 
House accept the Senste’s amendment.”’ 

Mr. Johnson said that he did not know 
what the Minister knew about the effect of 
the amendment, but, at all events, the 
Minister had made it clear that he was going 
to do all that he could to prevent the benefit 
of the remission of rates, already given at 
his instance, or at that of the President, to 
wealthy people in the city, going to those in 
occupation of houses built by the Corporation. 
According to the statement of the Dublin 
City Commissioner, the existing remission of 
rates on buildings represented a charge on 
the ratepayers of 4d. in the £. Out of a 
total valuation of £36,000 enjoying that re- 
mission, a valuation of £31,000 was in respect 
of ratings of £100 and over, He hoped that 
the time would come when it would be pos- 
sible to remit rates on houses of this kind at 
least as well as it had been possible to remit 
rates on houses of wealthier citirens. 

“A FOOL AMENDMENT.” 

President Cosgrave moved that the House 
should disagree with the amendment of the 
Senate, which, he said, on close examination, 
would show the proximity of the election. 
It was a fool amendment, and reflected no 
credit on the Senate. she amendment 
referred to the “Housing of the Working 
Classes (Ireland) Acts, 1883-1919,’’ but there 
were no such Acts, and it snowed the haste 
with which members of tae Senate sought 
to buy votes, because that was what it meant. 
He had heard of one man rubbing his hands, 
and saying: ‘‘ This is worth 2,000 votes.’’ 
That was not the way to do public business, 
and the issue should be put forward squarely 
aud fairly before the people. 

All the houses constructed under the 
million pound grant or the Housing Facilities 
Act got substantial subsidies, and the Minis- 
ter had been at pains to show that in the 
selling cost of those houses they pooled what- 
ever advantages were to be derived from the 
incidence of the rate charge, and gave them 
a cash value which really Amounted to £170. 
It was all moonshine to exclude the cost 
of development and the acquisition of the 
site in the cost of building. Somebody had 
got to pay some contribution should come— 
and had been coming—from the municipality, 
as well as from the Government. “ 
objected to having on their Statute Book an 
Act containing such a digcreditable section. 

Mr. Johnson said that there was precedent 
for conferring with the Senate on such a 
matter.

THE CIRCUIT COURTS. 


COMMISSIONERS TO HEAR 
APPEALS. 

The Minister for Justice, moving the 
second reading of the Circuit Court Appeals 
Bill (1927), explained that under the Courts 
of Justice Act, 1924, appeals from the 
Cirevit Court in certain cases were tried 
by two judges of the High Court 
in Dublin. Owing to abnormal circumstances, 
the High Court, as at present constituted, 
had been unable to cope with its ordinary 
work and at the same time hear the Circuit 
Court appeals promptly, and thus seep 
arrears from accumulating... There were 500 
appeals pending, and some of them dated 
back to October, 1925. 

He was satisfied the arrears could not be 
disposed of in anything like a reasonable 
time without special assistance. It was, 
therefore, proposed to appoint Commissioners 
to hear these appeals, and they would sit in 
pairs, and, he believed, they would dispose 
of the arrears before the end of the Long 
Vacation. 

UESTION OF ADDITIONAL JUDGE. 

e Central Crimina] Court disposed of a 
very large volume of business since its insti- 
tution, and the arrears had been disposed of. 
It was to be tusa that that Court would 
not make such demands on the High Court 
Judges in future. 

Fifteen days had been taken off the Long 
Vacation last year, which i“ fifteen addi- 
tional days to the work. ere was now a 
Master of the High Court, and he would save 
practically one Judge’s time. For these 
reasons he did not contemplate the appoint- 
ment of an additional High Court Judge, and 
would wait to see how this arrangement 
would develop. If, however, six High Court 
Judges proved to be non rg the position 
must be reviewed in the light of their experi- 
ence... He was not satisfied, at this stage, 
that the ¢ix Judges were not rufficient for 
their permanent needs. 

Mr. Johnson said that the proposal seemed, 
in face of Articles 68 and 69 of the Constitu- 
tion, to be of very doubtful validity. He 
asked the Minister to make the point clear, 
because he thought that under the Constitu- 
tion the decisions of Commissioners acting 
as High Court Judges might possibly be 
invalidated. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that it had been done 
before by the Dail. The Commissioners were 
not made Judges of the High Court by the 
fact that they were set up by the Oireachtas. 


PROPOSAL WELCOMED. 

Mr. Good said that he welcomed the pro- 
posal, although he was somewhat doubtful 
of the steps taken to get rid of the problem 
of the arrears of appeals. He hoped that 
there would be io further delay about the 
tackling of a question which was becoming 
& very serious thing for the commercial com- 
munity. 

Mr. O’Higgins said- that the accumulation 
of arrears of appeals did not alarm him. 
Until he went into the question he had held 
the opinion that it was worse than it really 
was. He expected that in three months the 
Commissioners would have cleared the slate. 
The work would begin the moment the bill 
was passed by the Oireachtas. He had already 
secured the agreement of four members of 
the Bar to act as Commissioners when called 
upon. 

The second reading was agreed to by all 
the deputies present except Mr. Johnson, who 
asked that his name, as one dissenting, be 
placed on the records of the Dail. 

LONGEVITY. 

Leave was given to the Minister for 
Finance to introduce a number of supplement- 
ary estimates for different services, most of 
them for small amounts. One of the largest 
was for £40,000 for old age pensions. 

Mr. Blythe said that heretofore the number 
of recipients of old age pensions had been 
declining fairly rapidly, and the estimate for 
each year had allowed for that decline. For 
the financial year 1926-27 the estimated de- 
cline in the number of pensioners had not 
taken place, and he had to ask the House 
for an extra amount to cover the  uuder- 
estimation of the original estimate.

Yesterday, by erecting the first mast in 
the Dublin-Wexford-Waterford loop Presi- 
dent Cosgrave inaugutated the actual 
electrical work of the Shannon scheme.

Arriving with his Ministers about noon, 
the President was welcomed by Dr. Ott, 
chief constructional engineer for the con- 
tractors; by Dr. Sothman and Professor 
Rishworth, chief ‘engineers for the Govern- 
ment, and Dr, MacLaughlin, Irish repre- 
sentative of Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert. 


PRESIDENT WELCOMED.

CHIEF ENGINEER’S 
STATEMENT: 


No more picturesque surroundings ‘could 
have been chosen for the ceremony about to 
be performed. From the hilly eminence, on 
which. the great steel-girded mast lay, 
stretched the poet’s vista of mountains, veiled 
in morning mists, capped by a bright 
February sun. Suddenly upon the pastoral 
calm of the place broke the voice of Dr. Ott 
welcoming the presence. there of the President 
of the Executive Council. 

I am, indeed, very pleased, Dr. Ott was 
saying, to meet you here at the site of the 
first tower, which, under the electrical part 
of the Shannon scheme, will be erected to-day. 
The output of the big power station at 
Ardnacrusha in the full development will be 
about 180,000 h.p. This energy will be distri- 
buted over the Irish Free State in the form 
of electricity by means of high tension trans- 
mission lines at 1007000, 38,000 and 10,000 
volte. The tower you see here will be 
carrying the cables of one of the most im- 
portant 38,000-volt lines, connecting and 
anpplying the Dublin, Arklow, Gorey, 
Wexford and Waterford areas. The erection 
of this first mast marks the beginning of the 
actual electrical work of the Shannon scheme. 
In addition, it represents the introduction of 
electricity-roads in Ireland, on which the 
white coal—electricity—will be brought to 
the various consumers. 

I hope that this work ‘will be carried out 
by us to the full satisfaction of the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State and to the 
benefit of the Irish people. I have now very 

reat pleasure in re the President of the 
rish Free State to have the kindness te 
inaugurate our work by making the first turns 
at the winch for erecting the first tower. 
(Applause.) 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE AND THE 
SCHEME. 

The President was not going to allow so 
important an occasion to pass, however, with- 
out some remarks from him appropriate to it. 

Before I proceed to the erection of the 
tower, he said, it may be of interest to say 
that the great construction works of the 
River Shannon itself, which were begun 
seventeen months ago, have proceeded without 
any serious dificulty or obstacle, and, not- 
withstanding some early delays, are now 
well up to scheduled programme, This 
ceremony to-day marks publicly the start of 
the erection work on the widespread trans- 
mission system which will convey the power 
generated on the Shannon throughout the 
country, and it also falls into its intended 
Ar - in the time programme on the eiectrical 
siae. 

The march of progress to-day is towards 
the country, not in any way hostile towards 
the great municipality, our capital, but 


rather with a view to emphasising the great 


importance of the rural areas to bring pro- 
minently before the minds of the rural 
population this i 
tremendous possibilities for agriculture; its 
reat advantages for the use and benefit «of 
the rural areas. 


NEW RURAL ACTIVITIES. 

It gives me great pleasure to: be present 
at the erection of the first of the long line 
of towers and cables which will eventually 
bring to all parts of the country one of the 
gréatest aids to the energies and powers of 
man, which science and invVention have pro- 
vided. Even remote communities 
within the next two years, have this power; 
this clean, economical, unlimited power, as 
fully available to them as the most highly 
developed urban community. . I hope that, 
as the erection of the towers and cables pro- 


| ceeds, it will stir the imagination and suggest 


new utilities for progress and néw Occupa- 
tions for rural communities. 

While the whole scheme will be of in- 
estimable benefit to the more industrial areas, 
1 would not minimise.in any way its pro- 
bable effect upon all manufacturing activities. 
I would like on this occasion, and in the 
circumstances. to impress upon the rural com. 
munities also that this. undertaking may 
the direct means of restoring that active pro- 
ductive life which was once a feature of 
our countryside, and which many believe will 
be the most desirable feature of a new and 
rejuvenated Ireland. (Applause.) 


RAISING THE MAST. 

The President then took his place at the 
winch, by which the mast was slowly raised 
into position. One is not sure whether the 
experience was for him a new one, but he 
was not long in discovering that the day was 
warm and the work he had undertaken 
arduous. After about the fortieth revolution 
of the handle he was compelled to request 
the aid of the Minister of Finance who—to 
his perpetual discredit let it be recorded— 
responded by making his persona) bulk as 
svarce as possible. A similar appeal addressed 
by the President to the Minister of Industry 
and Commerce brought no better result. 
There was nothing left for the warm bot 
still good-humoured head of the State but 
te shed his overcoat and hat, and to resume 
his grip of the winch wheel, the while cer- 
tain of his unfeeling colleagues commented 
on the growing ‘scandal of cheap labour." 

Yet, one more appeal did the F resident

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FIVE POINTS. 


Spea on .“‘ Trades Unions and the 
Nation,’ at the luncheon. meeting of the 
Belfast Rotary Club yesterday, Sir Lynden 
Macassey, K.C., LL.D, said that not long 
ago on the Continent of Europe, when 
engaged on some important work, he had 


‘the opportunity’ of talking to one oí the 


Russian revolutionaries—a man whose name 
was execrated in every civilised country of 
Europe. The man was talking about the 


“world revolution, and he (Sir Lynden) said : 


““You are progressing badly in England.’’ 
The Russian shook his head and said: “We 
shall never do much in England, because 
of. the public support of the principle. of 
service to the country.” That was out of the 
mouth of one of the greatest revolutiouaries 
the world has ever seen. 

‘Regarding trade unions, he _ personally 
thought they were quite inevitable. They 
were the natural reaction of the democratic 
workers against the autocracy. of the mid- 
Victorian period. They were the result of the 


lightened self-interest, and were not merely 
inevitable, but beneficient. During the period 
of the war, in which he was acting as director 
of shipyard labour, he saw that it was im- 
possible to conduct an industry without the 
assistance of the trade unions. In certain 
works he found it was impossible to com- 
plete any agreement with a mass of un- 
organised workers. He saw that the only 
way to do so was to get. those works organised 
by responsible trade unions, “and, when that 
was done, they. were able to have a collective 
bargain made and kept. 
' PROGRAMME OF REFORM. 

If he were asked what things ought to be 
effected as part of a programme of trade 
union reform he should say definitely five. 
First of all, when they were that 
collective bargaining was eventually essential 
for the stability of industry, it was perfectly 
ridiculous to preserve that old provision of 
the Trade Union Act of 1871, which said that 
no agreement made with a trade union shall 
be enforceable by law. That was the negation 
of sense. They made an agreément between 
trade unions and an employers’ federation, 
and the law said: “ You may agree what you 
like, but it shall not be enforceable by law.” 
That wanted altering. 

Secondly, he would personally like to see 
the immunity which trades unions enjoy for 
their tortuous acts removed. He did not 
think it was of any great value. In_ this 
country, as in others, a clear line should be 
drawn between the benefit funds and the 
trade union ordinary funds. If there was 
any action for we it ought not’ to. be 
cnloresable out of the funds for henefits. 
Thirdly, he was convinced that the practice 
of “peaceful picketing’? was absolutely 
wrong. It was not allowed in any other 
country. Then there was the question of the 


dificult, and even impossible, but it was 
done in three or four countries, and he was 
satisfied that it worked perfectly well. The 
next. item was that of the political levy. 

THE THREE: SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT. 

Those were his five points. How were 
these to effect them? There were three 
schools of thought.. One wanted to, use the 
reform of trade unionism as a means to 
smash trade unionism. That, he thought, no 
‘reasonable person fora. moment would 
favour. Then there was the extreme section 
of trade unionists who would not tolerate 
any reform at all. He thought that the com- 
munity -would not permit that. Between the 
two there was a big body of trade and public 
opinion in favour of some reform. He did 
see signs of improving trade, and he thought 
that it would be.a sad thing if, when co- 
operation was wanted between empl»yers and 
employed, that co-operation should be frus- 
trated by alienating employer and employed 
into two warring camps. 

He thought personally that the Govern. 
ment should not deal with the trade unionists 
but with the enemies of trade unionists, who 
advocated the doctrine of force. He referred 
to. the Communist Party. America was,the 
first country in the world to deal with that 
menace. All the States passed a very simple 
Act by which, any person who. used force or 
‘advocated the use of force in industria] dis- 
putes was guilty of an offence punishable by 
imprisonment -not ex i five years. or a 
alty not exceeding 25,000. dollars, The 
‘working of the Act was a complete and abso- 
lute success. He should like to see a similar 
Act in this country, aimed not against trade 
unionists, but against the enemies of trade 
unionisin and the. enemies of the country. 

He should also like to see á general strike 
declared to be illegal. It was illegal, but 
was not catamuleddl bá all sections of the éom- 
-munity as illegal. He should also like to 
see some reasonable definition of the power 
of pickets which could be exercised properly 
by tirade unionists, 

OBITUARY. 
————— 
MR. EDWARD LEE, J.P. 

We regret to announce. the .death of Mr. 
Edward go J.P., who died on Monday, aged 
73 years, at his residence, Bellevue, Black- 
rock, Co. Dublin. Mr. Lee was chairman of 
the firm of Messrs. Edward Lee and Co., 
Ltd., drapers.” A native of Westmeath, Mr. 
Lee, over forty years ago, established himself 
in the drapery business in Bray. By his 
energy and commercial enterprise the busi- 
ness grew rapidly, and some years later he 
extended it ta Dublin and to Rathmines and 
Kingstown. While living in Bray he became 
a member and afterwards chairman of the 
local Urban Council, and interested. himself 
in the housing and charitable interests of 
the town. In 1904 the firm was converted 
into a private limited liability company, Mr. 
Lee recruiting his board of directors from 
the managers of the various. branches of his 
business. The new company made’ remark- 
able strides, Mr. Lee maintaiping his interest 
in it to the last. In 1906 he was appointed 


a Justice of the Peace at the instance of the 


late Viscount Powerscourt. . | 

There were two sides to his character. He 
was an enterprising man of business and a man 
of keen human sympathy. One who knew him 
well has described Mr. Lee as a man with a 
high sense of justice. This characteristic was 
shown in the fact that he was known as @ 
model employer. He always took a personal 
interest in the welfare of his numerous staffs, 
and sought to advance them individually as 
workers. His pemciene- scan a good day’s pay 
for a day's. work. He was the originator 
in Ireland of the weekly half-holiday in the 
drapery trade in 1889. Many yearn ago. he 
adopted the profit-sharing system in his busi- 
nesses and extended it to every employé. He 
held a firm opinion that the genera]: adoption 
of this system would go far to solve much 
trouble in the labour world. He invested his 
money at home, and sought always to set a 
high example in citizenship. 

‘He was identified with many charitable 
institutions. He was a life governor of the 
Donnybrook Hospital for Incurables, and was 

atticularly interested in Jervis Street 

ospital. In his charity, as in his business, 
his actions were distinguished by a broad. 
minded view which took no account of creed 
or class. The poor were a special concern, 
ublic appearance was when .he 
joined the Blackrock Fuel Shortage Com- 
mittee in order to assist in relieving the dis- 
tress that prevailed at the time owing to the 
coal strike. Besides the firm which he 
founded, Mr. Lee was also a director of 
many other commercial undertakings, and was 
a member of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Dublin Mercantile Association. 

When the Great War broke out three of 
Mr. Lee’s sons joined the Colours, receiving 
commissions. Two of them lost their lives.

of a soldiers’ home. Mr. Moran was the first 
minister of any of the free churches who 
obtained permission from the Lords of the 
Admiralty to conduct parade service on His 
Majesty’s ships. He wrote a number of 
hooks dealing with military and naval life, 
including ‘‘ Corporal Stanley and His Com- 
anions ' and “ Jack Ashore.’’ Hé has three 
rothers in the ministry of the Methodist 
Church, and another is a rector in the 
Limerick Diocese.

Trade Union Law. 


Lhe proposal to reform the law that 
governs trade unions in Great Britain 
is meeting with lively opposition from the 
Labour Party. No sooner was it 
announced in the King’s Speech than Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald declared that the pro- 
posed bill would be resisted clause by 
clause, and line by line; and his followers 
have been equally vehement in their pro- 
tests. As the Government has given no 
hint concerning the details of 
proposals, the Labour Party's

Most sensible persons will agree with the 
view that was expressed in the House of 
Commons on last Monday by Sir John 
Simon, who declared that the Govern- 
ment’s bill ought not to be criticised until 
its provisions have been published. 
Then, and only then, the public will have 
an opportunity of knowing what steps Mr. 
Baldwin proposes to take; and the Labour 
Party’s “‘ blind’’’ opposition to reform of 
any kind is as unreasonable as it is un- 
worthy of any responsible body of men. 


| The Government’s position is difficult. 


There is general support for the proposal 
that trade union law shoyld be reformed 
in such a way as to prevent for ever the 
recurrence of the general strike of last 
May. That strike was a crime against 
the British nation, and it is obvious that 
the law under which such a crime was 
possible must be changed. Opinions differ 
widely, however, concerning the extent to 
which the existing law ought to be 
amended. Certain members of the Con- 
servative Party take the view that the 
trade unions ought. to be put out of action 
altogether. Mr. Baldwin’s more moderately- 
minded followers, on the other hand, 
believe that extreme action would be most 
unwise, and advocate reforms which, while 
limiting the destructive power of the trade 
unions, will interfere as little as possible 
with their legitimate activities. 
Speaking in Belfast yesterday, 
Lynden Macassey took an eminently 
sensible view of the situation. In his 
opinion trade unions not only are inevit- 
able; they actually are beneficial to the 
community at large. They constitute a 
reaction against the industrial autocracy 
of mid-Victorian times, and their exist- 
ence is indispensable to the smooth work- 
ing of relations between employers and 
employed. Sir Lynden Macassey, how- 
ever, favours a general revision of the 
existing laws, in order that the nation 
shall be protected not so much against 
the trade unions themselves, as against 
the extremist element which has been 
growing in strength and energy during 
recent years, The decent workers of Eng- 
land did not want a general strike last 
May. They stopped work out of a mis- 
directed sense of loyalty to officials who, 
in many cases, had strong Communist 
leanings; and the great majority of them 
had no idea that they were guilty of a 
serious breach of contract with their em- 
ployers. The whole situation would have 
been saved if there had been. a law on 
the Statute Book declaring a general 
strike illegal; and Mr. Baldwin will have 
virtually the whole British nation behind 
him if he decides now to make this 
deficiency good. Then there isthe question 
of picketing. As the law stands at 
present '“ peaceful picketing’’ is legal, 
but the difficulty is that nobody seems 
to know precisely where a breach of the 
peace begins. In Iveland we have had 
sorry experience of the abuses which have

| been made of this privilege, and there is 
Í no doubt at all that intimidation of the 


most flagrant kind often is carried on 
under ‘its cloak. A closer definition of 
‘* peaceful picketing ” is essential. So 
long as the present system exists the 
worker will have no real protection 
against the extremist; and few will deny 
that the right to work is at least as.im- 
portant as the right to strike. 

The other’ main issues in dispute are 
the problems of the secret ballot and the 
political levy. In all matters which con- 
cern a possible strike a secret ballot is 
highly desirable. In most trade unions 
the extremists are men of very determined 
character and often of powerful 
personality. Without a secret ballot the

The same difficulty is encountered in tho 
matter of the political levy. Hundreds of 
thousands of trade unionists in Britain 
are opposed to this impost; but they do 
not dare to “ contract out’’ lest their 
comrades should resent their independence 
of mind. This problem will be very diffi- 
cult to solve; but it is highly desirable 
that a sharp line shal] be drawn between 
funds that are used for benevolent 
purposes and those that are used for 
political propaganda. We have no doubt 
that Mr. Baldwin will approach his task 
in a spirit of good-will towards the 
workers. Nothing could be more injurious 
to the national interests than an attempt 
to penalise the trade union movement, 
and the Prime Minister is too good an 
Englishman to allow such a mistake to be 
made. The Labour Party, doubtless, will 
persistf in its opposition, much of the 
sincerity of which will be discounted by 
the fact that it has been proclaimed in 
advance of the bill; but the more sensible 
trade unionists throughout the country 
will realise that they themselves will 
benefit in the long run by a reform of the 
law. As Sir Lynden Macassey insisted, 
the Communist is the enemy, not only of 
the Government, but of the worker, and it 
is against his subversive activities that 
the new legislation must be framed. The 
Government of the Uhited States already 
has dealt very faithfully with Communist 
agitators. It is high time that Britain 
should follow its example. 


Telephones in Ireland. 


To-day the telephone service between 
England and New York will be extended 
to the greater part of the United States. 
Henceforward business men in London and 
Manchester will be able to converse with 
tobacco merchants in Kentucky and iron 
founders in the Middle West. Between 
Calcutta and Delhi a telephone line has 
been opened, and in order to encourage its 
use the public for ten days will be allowed 
to communicate over wires that connect 
places a thousand miles distant without 
charge. These facts in to-day’s news show 
how the world is being knit in electrical 
communication. To-day also we publish 
Mr. J. J. Walsh s account of what is being 
done to link up our little island in the 
same fashion. The Free State Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs has devised a 
scheme, of which already we have given 
full particulars, illustrated by a map, 
which will link with telephone wires all 
the post offices in the twenty-six counties, 
and will connect them with the Exchanges 
in Northern Ireland. He estimates that 
the network will be complete within four 
years. Yesterday, in reply to Deputy 
White, who made the complaint—which 
we already have advanced as a criticism— 
that some outlying districts were being 
neglected too long, Mr. Walsh hinted that 
he had decided to push ahead with the 
long distance connections. This policy we 
believe to be sound, even although it may 
involve the temporary maintenance of 
lines with a small volume of business. 
Dáil -Eireann advanced for the further- 
ance of the scheme money which will 
be well spent. Subscribers, 
and fees, will return the money invested 
to the State within less than twenty years; 
but from the outset economic benefits will 
flow to the nation. There will be a smaller 
expenditure in posts and telegraphs when 
people can do their business from the halls 
of their dwellinghouses. Time and pains 
will be economised when communication 


in rents 


generally is by word of mouth instead of 
by writing. In this way, every phase of 
economic life will be eased and expedited 
in its processes. Farms that are miles 
from a railway station will be able to keep 
in instant touch with the market town 
and the city. Creamery managers will dis- 
cuss the day’s supplies with clients 
situated throughout the countryside. Social 
conveniences also will be enjoyed which 
alone would justify the Minister's policy. 
The holiday-maker never will fare beyond 
communication with his home. Never will 
it be necessary, as it is to-day, to send 
urgent, questing messengers, when 
medical aid is needed. This picture of 
what a far-reaching telephone service will 
mean to the community, so far from being 
extravagant, may be seen in actual being 
in other countries. Ireland, mainly a 
rural land, needs the advantages of 
modern methods of communication even 
more than countries thickly populated. 


Gardens. 


Provident gardeners now are planting 
their early potatoes, parsnips and certain 
varieties of onions. The season of activity 
has begun, Soil broken up in the autumn, 
and subjected since then to the invigorat- 
ing uses of rain, snow, frost and storm, 
once more is thrown up into drills. The 
enthusiast writes to his seed merchant for 
his season’s needs, which will be delivered 
to him by the “cash on delivery” system. 
No less than the rural vegetable plot the 
suburban flower garden is* a scene of 
activity. Englishmen. who visit Ireland 
complain that our people are but in- 
different garden-lovers. The complaint is 
well founded. Partly, however, the Irish 
townsman’s neglect of his garden is due to 
his ‘rural upbringing, which makes him 
scornful of little patches of land. Partly 
it is due to the ease with which he can 
reach the open country. The English 
townsman, far divorced from green fields, 
resorts to gardening with a pathetic de- 
votion. Every bookstall from which he 
buys newspapers also offers him penny 
packets of seeds. The cottagers of the 
English countryside set*a fine example 
to the world. Every cottage is approached 
by arches hung with honeysuckle, and 
between flower beds full of colour and 
fragrance. In Germany, the private 
garden is less popular, but municipal 
gardening flourishes—every street displays 
trees, shrubs and flowers. We have far 
to travel before Ireland becomes a flower- 
growing land. In the meantime, however, 
to what must we attribute the falling off 
in the plot-holding custom? A time there 
was ere Ireland's griefs began when every 
rood of ground maintained its man. If 
every man possessed a rood to-day would 
he make good use of it? 


Bunyan Dramatised. 


It is reported that ‘‘ The Pilgrim's Pro- 
gress,’ greatest of allegories, has been 
dramatised and staged in Bedford, the 
town where John Bunyan dreamed his 
dreams. Thus far, no account of the per- 
formance has appeared, and judgment 
must be reserved touching the success-af 


the enterprise. Apparently, the play is 
more of a pageant than a drama; but it 


i is not beyond the daring oí the play- 


wrights of to-day to turn the adventures 
of Christian and his comrades into a three- 
act comedy, — Helen of Troy has been 
turned into the heroine of a satirical no-el, 
and within a fortnight Dublin will see Mr. 
Pepys upon the stage. © We await with 
anxious expectancy the news that Holly- 
wood has made a six-reel film of 
“ Pilgrim’s Progress,” with some cele- 
brated athlete ‘‘ featured ” in the leading 
part. Giant Despair and his wife 
Diffidence would be enacted with rare 
vigour; hundreds of thousands of dollars 
would go to the production of a ghastly 
Apollyon, scaled, and breathing flame; 
and on the representation of Vanity Fair, 
the studios would lavish of their best, 
with joyous verisimilitude. The scenario 
writer would discover means to introduc? 
a love interest, and to this end, perhaps, 
he would make Christiana a repentant jilt, 
pursuing her rejected and disconsolate 
admirer, and overtaking him, in time for a

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SEATS FOR WOMEN PROPOSED. 


(From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. ) 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The reform of the House of Lords was 
discussed? in the House of Commons last 
night on Mr. Gerald Hurst’s motion, asking 
for the reform of the House of Lords by in- 
creasing its representative element, and de- 
creasing its hereditary character.. He was in 
favour of reform by altering the personnel 
of the Second Chamber, rather than by 
interfering with its powers. The hereditary 
principle did not make for its fitness as a de- 
hating or revising assembly, and as the 
House was at present constituted, it could 
never command the confidence of the working 
classes, 

His idea of a suitable chamber was one 
composed of about 350, some nominated by 
County and Borough Councils, some by 
trades, others by institutions—(Mr, Jack 
Jones, sotto vote “Mental hospitals’’)— 
whilst provision should be made for repre- 
sentatives of the land, industry, medicine, 
literature, and law. 

TEN YEARS ONLY. 

He suggested that persons so elected should 
serve for not more than ten years without 
re-election. Places should also be found for 
those distinguished in diplomacy, and those 
who had acted as Governor-Generals in 
various parts of the Empire. Women would 
be eligible, and, with all these constituent 
parts, the House of Lords, he fondly be- 
lieved, would prove itself more democratic, 
and a more ollective barrier against hasty 
legislation. 

SEATS FOR WOMEN. 

Mr. Campbell, in seconding the motion, 
observed that whilst there were a number of 

ers who had rendered great service to the 
State, there were others who would never he 
ood for anything. He was, like his right 

on. friend, in favour of women having seats 
in the House. 

Some of them were very good, and some of 
them better still. (Laughter.} 

Mr. Lees Smith was extremely suspicjous 
of the movement. on the other side of the 
House for the reform of the House of Lords. 
He saw in it an intention to jerrymander the 
Constitution in the partisan interests of 
the Conservative Party, and he moved an 
amendment, which declared tha the 
Government had no constitutional right to 
proceed with such proposals, since it did 
not represent a majority of the electors, and 
since such proposals were not submitted to 
the people at the last election. 

A LABOUR THREAT. 

He characterised Mr. Hurst’s suggested 
constitution of the new House of Lords as 
grotesque, absurd, and he plainly intimated 
that ‘hed a Labour Government once more 
came into office the House of Lords, as a 
— body, would probably disappear. 

Ír. Thurtle, in seconding the amendment, 
said that his party would rather stand by 
the devil they knew than by the devil they 
did not know; by the House of Lords as it 
at present existed than by any House of 
Lords invested with new powers. The honest 
stupidity of the hereditary peers was better 
than the enlightened cunning of the snobbed 
industrialist. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald did not think that 
the members cpposite were particularly 
interested in the reform of the Second 
Chamber, except in so far as they wanted 
a House to suit their own particular interests. 
The fact of the matter was that the Con- 
servatives wanted to remain in power cven 
after they had been kicked out of office. They 
were beginning to see the end of their tether, 
and wanted to put their estate under trustees. 

HOME SECRETARY'S VIEW. 

The Home Secretary, who replied on behalf 
of the Government, said that a mere change 
in the constitution of the House of Lords 
was hardly worth while unless they, at the 
same time, altered its powers. 

On the general question, he believed that 
the House of Lords was a much more popular 
body than the Labour members seemed to 
think, and there was small possibility of its 
total disappearance. The Government did 
not desire to take part in any divisions, but 
the speeches which had been made would be 
fully considered. The pledges that the Go- 
vernment had given on this subject would be 
carried out. 

Captain Bourne continued the discussion, 
and was talking when 11 o'clock struck, thus 
bringing the debate automatically to an in- 
conclusive end. 


MISS EVA HAMILTON’S 
EXHIBITION.

FINE PICTURE OF 
ST. PATRICK’S CAHEDRAL. 


Exhibitions, large and small, throng so fast 
on one another in Dublin that the person in- 
terested in the progress of Irish art is in- 
clined to get tired, and now and again take 
the public display of an artist’s work for 
granted. That must not happen in regard 
to Miss Eva Hamilton’s forty pictures now 
on view at 7 8t. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 

Here is the most distinctive revelation of 
the reality of our. modern artists’ strivings 
to “do” something that we have seen in 
Dublin for a very long time, Miss Hamilton 
works from reality, along the lines of appre- 
ciation of the picturesque. Natural talent, 
study, and hard work have all combined to 
place at the command of her fingers a 
technique that carries to the eyes of the 
observer something of the artists’s thoughts 
and aspirations. It is easy to tell when 
visiting this exhibition that the. painter 
painted because painting at that particular 
moment was an irresistible impulse.

| LONDON LETTER. 


THE CHINESE PROBLEM, 


—————— ! 
59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Turespay NIGHT. 


The statement published in the news 
rs this morning ‘concerning tha 
gat complete break-down of the 
negotiations at Hankow received no con- 
firmation to-day in official quarters, no 
news of any kind having been received at 
the Foreign Office from China up to this 
afternoon. Sir Austen Chamberlain, after 
a question by Mr. Snowden in the House 
of Commons, stated that he had no infor- 
mation. The absence of news from Mr. 
O'Malley is not regarded as of great im- 
portance, since he was in communication 
with London during the week-end. Full 
despatches are expected from him imme. 
diately, and, if all is well, they should 
reach Sir Austen Chansderlain’in time for 
the Cabinet meeting to-morrow. 

In the Lobby of the House of Commons 
there was a decided inclination to give 
credence to the report of a break-down. 
Members generally are inclined to take 
a pessimistic view, and Conservatives 
express satisfaction that the Government 
sent troops to Shanghai in time to avert 
possible trouble. It is hoped that Sir 
Austen Chamberlain will be im a position 
to give the House some definite informa. 
tion to-morrow after the Cabinet meeting. 


|The League and Peace. 


A little conference is taking place in 
London by a sub-committee of the League 
of Nations with a view to strengthening 
Article 11 of the Co. nant, which la 
down what members ought to do in order 
to avert a threatened war. It 1s sug 
gested as an alternative that Article 18 
should be strengthened. This deals with 
the military co-operation of League States 
in defence of a unit attacked. When this 
plan was mooted first its Continental sup- 
porters were anxious that the rich nations 
should pledge financial credits to the 
attacked unit, with this country headin, 
the subscription list. That idea is for 
the moment in abeyance, but it may he 
revived. The members of the = sub- 
committee are Lord Cecil, M. Tituleseo, 
Rumanian Minister to London, and MM. 
de Brouckiere, of Belgium. 


The League and Populations. 


The League of Napéons has just issued 
a memorandum, forming part of the pre- 
paratory material for the International 
Economic Conference to be held in Geneva 
on May 4th, giving estimates of the work- 
ing populations of a series of countries 
in 1931 and 1941. The estimates are base! 
on the figures given by the censuses taken 
about 1910 and 1920, applying to them 
the death-rate within the age group 
selected—i.e., all between 15 and 70 years 
of age—on the assumption that the death 
rate will remain constant, and leaving out 
of account the factors of emigration anil 
immigration. The conclusion is that in 
the three decades, 1910 to 1941, the work 
ing populations of the United States of 
America and of Australia will have in- 
creased about 50 per cent. and 60 per cent 
respectively ; those of Sweden and Japan 
by 35 per cent. and 32 per cent.; that of 
Italy by 38 per cent.; those of Greal 
Britain and of Switzerland about 26 
per cent.; of Belgium 18 per cent., while 
that of France will have fallen. 


Excessive Estimates. 


In the case of Germany it is estimate? 
that, while the population aged 15 to 70 
actually on the territories now ad- 
ministered by Germany will have in- 
creased 34 per cent. in the period 1910- 
1941, this population in 1941 will be only 
15 per ceft. greater than the population in 
the same age group in 1910 on German 
territory as it then was. These figures, 
it is stated, are certainly an over-estimate 
in the case of Great Britain and an under- 
estimate in the case of the United States 
and Australia, owing to the factor of 
emigration and immigration. Also no 
allowance is made for any amelioration 
of the death-rate after. 1925, except 'n 
Sweden. |

In Dail Eireann yesterday the Minister 
for Finance moved the second reading of 
the Telephone Capital Bill, under which 
it 1s proposed that a sum of £500,000 shall 
be advanced for the development of the 
telephone service in the Free State. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, said that he would like to give 
the House a brief review of the necessity 
for that rather big advance of the public 
money for the telephone department of the 
Post Office. The development of the tele- 
phone service fell under four main and 
distinct headings—namely : 

Erection of trunk lines 


In a map issued last month his depart- 
ment explained what was being done in 
the matter of telephone development in 
the Free State. That map showed that in 
the brief period of two years from the end 
of the civil strife the extension. of the 
telephone system had been at least satis- 


‘factory, and if continued at the same rate 


would within a few years make the country 
equal to the most advanced in that depart- 
ment of modern progress. 

He reminded the Dail that he was not 
asking for a free utilisation of the tax- 
payers’ money. Every penny advanced for 
the telephone service would be paid back, 
principal and interest, within a period 
varying from fifteen to twenty years. The 
taxpayer would lose nothing by advancing 
the sum asked for. 


NEW EXCHANGES. 

The increasing utilisation of the tele- 
phone made necessary the provision of new 
exchanges, and a considerable part of the 
amount asked for would be used for new 
buildings. The rate at which they built 
was governed by progress of the new con- 
nections which resulted from the reduction 
of telephone rates introduced in the 
1926-27 Budget. 

He was encouraged to go further by the 
financial position of the telephones in the 
Saorstat. Up to the setting up of the 
Free State they were run at a heavy loss. 
In the year 1922-23 the loss was £46,000, 
in 1923-24 it was £25,000, and in 1924-25 
the loss disappeared altogether. In 
1925-26 they introduced substantial reduc- 
tions in charges, and the loss rose to 
£35,000. He was satisfied that that deficit 
would be reduced in 1926-27, and he fore- 
saw. its total disappearance in 1927-28. 

When that came along he would be 
altogether in favour of a further reduction 
in the charges for the purpose of wider 
extension of the service rather than that 
any profit made on that department should 
be utilised to meet the losses on other 
branches of the working of the Post Office. 
The extension of the service to Mayo and 
Donegal would be proceeded with a& 
quickly as possible. se 

Mr. Good said that the Minister was 
entitled to congratulation on the success, 
both in efficiency and charges, which had 
attended his attention to the telephone 
department, and ‘he hoped that he would 
continue te development, especially in 
the matter of reduction of the charges for 
trunk calls. 

DONEGAL’S PLIGHT. 

Mr. White complained that, while a 
telephone service had been developed to 
a high extent in Cork and the Southern 
counties, his part of Donegal had been 
left ‘“‘ weeping in the wilderness.”’ 

According to the map issued by the 
l‘ost Office Department, they need not 
expect the telephone extension to his 
area for four years. He submitted to the 
Minister that that was an unreasonable 
period to wait, taking into consideration 
the present position of affairs. Mr. 
Walsh himself had recognised the fact 
that the world, or rather the Saorstat, 
was travelling at a terrific pace— 
(laughter)—in = every direction—(more 
laughter)—and he said that the pace 
should be accelerated as regarded the 
telephone extension: in Donegal. 

Professor Magennis said that they ex- 
pected to hear something about the auto- 
matic exchanges. 

Mr. P. W. Shaw and Mr. Wolfe con- 
gratulated the Minister on the vast im- 
provement in the telephone service during 
the past few years. 

Mr. Walsh said that the earliest oppor- 
tunity should be taken to reduce trunk 
telephone charges, and the matter would 
be considered as soon as a reduction in 
telephones generally was at all possible. 
Within the next six months or so he 
would not be surprised if they found 
trunk.connections to the door of the place 
to which Deputy White had referred. 


AUTOMATIC EXCHANGES. 
They were installing two automatic ex- 
changes in Dublin—one at Merrion and 
another in the. Castle area. . The one in 
the Castle area would be opened about 
the middle of the year, and the other at 
the end of the year or early next year. 
The question of introducing automatic 
telephones into Crown Alley was being 
considered. It was a very heavy job, 
and required mature consideration. They 
had to consider the question of loss of 


employment, and the huge amount of 


money which the introduction of the 
automatic telephone would entail. Within 


the next month or so he intended to 
¢ubmit a case to the Minister for Finance 


on the matter. | 

The bill was read a second time, and 

the Committee stage was fixed for Friday.

RECIPROCITY PROBLEM. 


Mr. A. Byrne, in Dail Eireann yester- 
day, asked Mr. P. McGilligan, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, if he had 
been able to make any arrangement with 
the British and Northern Ireland Govern- 
ments for reciprocal agreement in connec- 
tion with the Unemployment Insurance 
Acts. 

Mr. McGilligan said that since he 
replied to a similar question in December, 
1924, the question of a reciprocal arrange- 
ment with the Government of Northern 
Treland had not been re-opened, and he 
had sent officers of his Department to 
Belfast to discuss the matter with the 
Ministry of Labour there. Certain pro- 
posals were put forward, and in October

to him. ; 

The Northern Government had at no 
time made any concrete proposal for reci- 
procal arrangements, but had merely re- 
jected all the proposals his Department 
had made. As long as the Northern 
Government chose to withhold its co- 
operation in the matter he was unable to 
do any more than he had done to solve the 
problem.

PROBLEM OF THE BONA 
FIDE.

From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Again for three hours last night Mr. 
O'Higgins, Free State Minister. for 
Justice, was engaged in defending the 
Liquor Bill before a fully attended meet- 
ing of his own party at Leinster House, 
and matters now are scarcely a whit better 
than when he entered on his explanation 
of the measure twenty-four hours earlier. 

The discussion of the previous evening 
was resumed immediately after the Dail 
adjourned at 8 p.m., and the deputies 
had an early opportunity of knowing that 
the Minister was in no mood to be tolerant 
of pettifogging criticism. Some time was 
occupied by a lecture on the value of 
reticence in party affairs, after which the 
members settled themselves to business 


THE ‘“ BONA FIDE.” 

The principal bones of contention on 
this occasion were the Minister’s pro- 
posals in regard to the bona fide traffic 
and afternoon closing. Mr. O’Higgins 
has more than once made a point of his 
readiness to exchange uniform closing for 
the total abolition of the bona fide traffic, 
and, indeed, would have legislated on that 
basis had it been recommendgil by the 
Liquor Commission. 

A compromise on these lines was sug- 
gested by him to the party last. night; 


but, so far as I can gather, a substantial 


number of his followers would have none 
of it, pressing instead for a lowering of 
the proposed mileage, A spirited discus- 
sion on the point developed, but it is 
stated that a definite basis of agreement 
could not be reached. A division, result- 
in a majority of one for Mr 
O’Higginsy did not mend matters, since 
so sharp a cleavage of the party ranks, if 


‘yevealed in the Dail, might have far- 


reaching results. 

One thing which the Minister did make 
clear, I understand, was that, if he were 
compelled to lower the proposed mileage 
for ‘‘ travellers,”’ he would insist on a 
much earlier closing hour—earlier in 
winter than in summer. The meeting 
left the matter without reaching a definite 
decision one way or another, although 1% 
may be mentioned there is an impression 
that an amendment may yet be drafted by 
the Minister to satisfy the malcontents. 


AFTERNOON CLOSING. 

The question of afternoon closing in the 
four county boroughs produced another 
lengthy discussion. Mr. O’ Higgins exerted 
himself to make the strongest possible case 
for the retention of the provision that 
the public-houses should be closed between 
ó p.m.-5 p.m. He failed, however, to 
command unanimous approval for the pro- 
posal, and was urged by many deputies 
to accept 4s a compromise the proposal 
that there should be a closing hour to 
correspond with the lunch hour... He is 
stated to have seemed not unimpressed by 
the suggestion that the closing time should 
correspond as nearly as possible to lunch 
time, while showing his determination at 
the same time not to make a sacrifice of 
the principle involved. 

The second reading debate on the bill 
takes place in tke Dail to-day. Few 
debates have been awaited with the same 
degree of interest. On the Minister’s 
statement to-day may largely depend the 
good or ill-behaviour of his followers when 
the measure reaches Committee, and only 
when that stage has passed can anyone 
venture a prediction as to the fate in 
store for the last Liquor Bill in the life- 
time of the present Parliament. 

Members of the Labour Party last night 
received a deputation from the “' trade,” 
and discussed with it the terms of the 
bill. A full meeting of the party was held 
later, when, I am informed, it was de- 
cided that the members should be allowed 
to vote as they pleased. The removal of 
the Whip, it is anticipated, will result 
in an even division of the members on the 


issue.

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“JURORS, 


UNPLEASANT TASK 
WITHDRAWN. - 
BILL WXPLAINED BY 
MR. O’ HIGGINS.

'The-Minister for Justice, in Dail Éireann 


yesterday, moved the second reading. of 
the Juries Bill, which, he said, was, for 
the greater part, merely a codification of 
the existing law dealing with jury service. 
It was proposed to repeal seventeen Jury 
Acts, beginning as early as 1800 and ending 
up with the Act of 1926. 

The first change in the present system 
proposed by the Bill was to exempt women 
altogether from jury service, By a British 
Act of 1919 women were made liable 
equally with men, and ip 1924 the 
Oireachtas passed an Act under which 
women who were reluctant to serve should 
be dispensed automatically on application. 
It had been found in practice that very 
few women wished to serve on juries, and 
those few were generally challenged. 

In the year 1925 there were only 40 
women jurors out of the thousands em- 
panelled. He might put it broadly by 
saying that there was only one woman in 
every 500 jurors. It was not reasonable, 
or good business, to go to ail the adminis- 
trative trouble and expense necessary to 
secure that result. 

CAPACITY NOT QUESTIONED. 

The proposal was not put forward with 
the point of view that women were in- 
capable of rendering reasonably good ser- 
vice as jurors, but in recognition of the 
fact that the great bulk of the women of 
this country were unwilling, and most re- 
luctant, to serve. There was no necessity 
for compelling them, because, without any 
undue hardship, the Courts could be kept 
going by the eligible male population. 

He knew that certain self-appointed 
spokeswomen had taken the stand that 
the proposal was a sjight on their sex. 
Purporting tospeak for the adult female 
population of the State, they said and 
wrote that the women of the State were 
being wronged by being ruled out from 
service of citizenship. That seemed to him 
as if a vegetarian should demand legisla- 
tion against the use of meat by the whole 
of the community of which he was one. 

He had no quarrel with the point of 
view of the individual woman who hun- 
gered for jury service, but he would deny 
her right to speak as if she had been ap- 
pointed to express the views of her sex in 
the State, whereas everyone knew that the 
vast majority of the women of the country 
were against jury service. Under the 
optional provision of the Act of 1924 only 
10 per cent. of eligible women elected to 
remain on the register of jurors. 

| NO NEED. 

There was no necessity to compel 
women to undertake what was very often 
an unpleasant public service even for 
wen. He had refused to appoint women 
as stenographers in the Courts because 
they would have to take down verbatim 
the evidence in extremely unpleasant, 
cases, and the same consideration weighed 
ejually well in the matter of jurors try- 
ing such cases. If they went in for com- 
pulsory jury service, irrespective of sex, 
they had to contemplate the women miem- 
bers of their families having to sit ani 
listen to tha details of the most unsavoury 
cases. | 

The Act of 1919 was passed because oí 
things that, were said and written and 
urged in Great Britain. The pressure“íor 
it there was not shared in any degree in 
this country, but, as ,part of the same 
political system, its| provisions were 
spplied to Ireland. The present bill pro- 
posed a cut clear from the existing 
anomalous position. 

SPECIAL JURORS. 

The Minister next dealt with the new 
proposal for the abolition of the system of 
special jurors, and expounded the reasons 
therefor. The system was, he said, a 
survival of class legislation. Underlying 
it there seemed to be the suggestion that 
it was only people living in a house with 
a high valuation who were competent to 
try certain classes of cases. A common 
juror, who was considered good enough to 
decide whether a prisoner should or 
suould not be hanged, was not good 
enough to weigh-up the merits of a 
slander action between two large farmers 
--$trong farmers was, perhaps, the tech- 
vical expression. (Laughter.) 

He also explained the proposals to re- 
duce the number of challenges without 
cause shown. He illustrated the present 
position by showing that three men, 
charged jointly with armed robbery, could, 
without reason given, order sixty jurors 
to stand aside. He further explained the 
advantages of the provisions in the bill 
for fixing the qualifications of jurors by 
order to suit the circumstances, and not, 
as at present, by Statute. 


THE CONSTITUTION. 

Mr Johnson said that obligations and 
privileges went together, and he thought they 
were cancelling Article II. of the Constitu- 
tion by cxcinding women from serving on 
juries. He did not think that the Minister 
was right in making the bald and blunt dis- 
tinction that only males should serve on 
juries. It might be that 99 per cent. of the 
women of the country did not desire to serve 
on juries, but the Minister should know that 
the other one per cent, mans create an agita- 
tion, unhealthy and undesirable, and one 
which could easily be avoided. He thought 
that the Minister was endeavouring to 
achieve his purpose in a wrong way by 
differentiating between the sexes in the im- 
portant question of jury service. 

Major Bryan Cooper suggested that the 
present position was quite satisfactory—it 
gave women who did not wish to serve the 
option of claiming exemption, and those who 
realised their duty to the State the oppor- 
tunity of serving on juries. There were some 
Cases—even criminal cases—-in which, he 
believed, it would be advantageous to have 
women on a jury, however painful the case 
might be for them to hear. ' 

_ Professor Magennis said that women, espe- 
cially married women advanced in years, who 
had seen a great deal of life, knew and 
understood many of the details of the under- 
world quite as well as men, and appreciated 
what was involved, perhaps more t 
who might be younger and of less experi- 
ence. ut the young men were to be 
selected for jury service, while the women 
were excluded, simply because they. were 
women.

REPORTED BREAKDOWN 
AT HANKOW. 


Frou Our Own COBRESFONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

The reported breaking-off of the negotia- 
tions between Mr. O'Malley and Mr. Chen 
at Hankow is causing pessimism here. 
One result is that the British authorities 
are speeding up the landing of troops, 
and it is learned to-day that the Royal 
Suffolk Regiment Battalion is expected 
at Shanghai before the week-end, while 


another battalion of Indian troops is. 


reported to be at the mouth of the Yangtze 
in readiness to enter Shanghai Harbour 

Shanghai is rapidly taking on a war 
atmosphere, with daily troop marches 
through the streets, accompanied by 
martial music, while the French 
authorities nightly traverse the streets 
with a fleet of armoured tanks for the 
purpose of intimidating possible  de- 
monstrators. 

The. local Chinese are observing, the 
military movements with considerable 
wonderment, while the Nationalists are 
openly apprehensive that some incident 
may likely precipitave a repetition of the 
strike boycott situation similar to 1925, 
when Shanghai was turned into a com- 
mercial graveyard for approximately six 
months.

SPLIT IN PORTUGAL'S 
ARMY.

WHY. IT OCCURRED, 


From Our Own CorREsSPONDENT. 

LISBON, Tuesday. 
The Portuguese Dictatorship has. 
secured the mastery of the latest re- 
volution, but on the victory weighs 
lieavily a price of two hundred and fifty 
dead and one thousand wounded in 
Oporto and Lisbon. 

The complete story of the revolution, 
which may now be told, forms a signifi- 
cant commentary on the results of thp 
unstable political conditions in European 
countries. i 

With plans well laid, the revolution 
broke out at Oporto on February 3, 
spreading to Lisbon on February 7, with 
repercussions in other centres, such as 
Figueria da Foz, Lagos, Faros and 
Tavira. 

For eight days Portugal was the theatre 
of a raging struggle, a civil war of 
violence such as had not been experienced 
in any previous revolution during the 
Republican régime. It has been an in- 
comprehensible revolution, or, at least, 
an illogical one, since it was caused by 
one section of the Army rising in rebellion 
against another part identified with the 
Military Dictatorship. 


REASON FOR THE REVOLT. 


How can it be explained that an Army, 
having established a Dictatorship against 
political factions, so soon found itself 
split into two parts, with one section 
accepting the collaboration of politicians 
and civilians in order to fight the 
Dictatorship, and thereby to re-establish 
the old political factional mess in 
Portugal ? 

The answer is this—the soldiérs who 
created the rebellion are political 
militants. They are men attached, 
through friendship and similar ideas, to 
the party politicians, whom the Dictator- 
ship tried to ostracise. 

The unfortunate thing is that politics 
have so envenomed an organisation 
which in no way ought to be concerned 
with politics, especially in Portugal, 
where men’s passions burst out suddenly 
like flashes of lightning, there seems 
little to be done now. 

The revolutionists prepared the coup a 
long time ago. The Government knew 
it, and took elaborate precautions. The 
Dictator knew the first blow was due to 
be struck in the. North, where tha 
political personalities could not resign 
themselves to sceing the power in the 
hands of other men. The rising was so 
well prepared that it would probably have 
succeeded if it had been launched in 
Lisbon simultaneously with Oporto 

Towards five o'clock on the morning of 
February 3 the greater part of the mili- 
tary garrison at Oporto declared itself in 
a state of insurrection. Almost without 
striking a blow the headquarters were oc- 
cupied, the police disarmed, and weapons 
distributed amongst civilians, commanded 
by the former Premier, Jose Domingues 
Dos Santos, who fought staunchly by the 
side of the military rebels. 


THE COUNTER-STROKE. 


The revolutionists then arrested the 
Ministers of Education and” Commerce, 
who were holiday-making at Oporto. Later 
the Minister of Commerce escaped. 

Of the Oporto garrison only the artillery 
unit of Fort Serrapila remained loyal. 

The committee directing the Oporto 
movement issued a proclamation to the 
country recounting the evils of the Dicta- 
torship, and proclaiming the need ior Te- 
establishing constitutional liberty. 

On the morning of the same day, 
February 3, the Minister of War took the 
train to Oporto from Lisbon, mobilising 
loyal troops in the towns en route, and 
sending them to Gai:, a town just out- 
side. Oporto. | 

The War Minister concentrated all loyal 
troops at this town, which is connected 
with Oporto by a large, modern bridge 
over the River Douro. The revolutionists 
had seized all the strategic positions in 
Oporto, with the exception of Porto Ser- 
rapila, and mounted machine-guns on the 
right bank of the river at the bridge-end. 

The struggle raged four days around 
this spot, with desperate, fierce fighting. 


WITH BANDAGED EYES. 


The Government forces, little by little, 
established a siege and blockade, bom- 
barding the city the while, especially the 
centre, and the Place de Batalha, where 
armed civilians were entrenched. | 

After three days’ fighting, during which 
shells fell in the town, destroying the St. 
Jean Theatre, the Post Office buildings, | 
and many private houses, as well as kill- 
ing and wounding many civilians, a de- 
legation of the rebel leaders on February 
6, with bandaged eyes, presented them- ~ 
selves to the headquarters of the Minister 
for War. 3 : 

Before they could state the motive of 
their visit the War Minister anticipated 
them by saying that only an unconditional! 
surrender would be accepted. 

Captain Jaime de Moraes, one of the 
rebel leaders, stepped forward and 
declared: “ But we are only here to 
negotiate an armistice in order to permit 
the civilian population to evacuate the 
city.” 

Colonel Passes-Sousa, the War Minister, 
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replied: “I will grant only an hour and | 


fifteen minutes.’’ 
CIVILIANS IN FLIGHT. 

The rebel leaders were Jed back to their 
lines, and the people were warned to leave 
the city as best they could immediately. 
Then followed a desolating spectacle, long 
queues of men, women and children,’ in 
tears, carrying whatever possession they 
could hastily gather, assembled and made 
their way. out of the city to suburban 
villages. 

Many people who were unable to get 
completely clear óf the city were caught 
by the resumed artillery fire, which was 
not delayed beyond the hour and fifteen 
minutes stipulated. 

The bombardment throughout that even- 
ing and throughout the night was terrible. 
The Consul of Uruguay vainly tried to 
affect a suspension of the cannonading. 

BRIDGE RUSHED. 

On Monday evening, February 7, the 
loyal troops, led by Commander Luz, 
charged across the bridge through a hurri- 
cane of machine-gun fire, and, entering 
Oporto itself, drew up in-serried lines near 
ihe rebel position. “The latter forces, wath- 
crew, entrenching themselves in the Place 
Batalha, but they surrendered the same 
afternoon, seeing the uselessness of further 
struggle.

The Lisbon struggle was in three phases, 
all equally as severe as that of Oporto. 
First day, Monday, the 7th, the Repub-

The marines, commanded by Colonel 
Agatoa Lanca, replied vigorously. On the 
third. day, February 9th, was heralded 
the final phase of the struggle, and it was 
soon seen that victory was settling clearly 
- on the Government side with the arrival 
of fifteen hundred troops from Oporto, 
under the command of the War Minister. 

The tragedies happening on this final 
day can easily be imagined. Driven from 
their entrenchments, the revolutionists 
scattered in groups through the capital, 
climbing to the roofs of houses, where 
they mounted machine guns; and threw 
hand grenades on to the Government 
soldiers below, who, maddened by this 
kind of fighting, also climbed the roofs 
and returned desperate fire in a singular 
mid-air battle. 

Finally, the roof-fighters retired be- 
wildered, and joined the marines holding 
the arsenal. All the fire of the Govern- 
ment artillery eas then directed against 
this last stronghold, but little damage 
seems to have been done, 

BOMBED BY AEROPLANE. 

Then... in order to finish matters as som 
as possible, the Government ordered the 
Air Force to drop bombs on the arsenal. 
That was the end. Posters pasted 
throughout’ the city announced that 
civilian. revolutionists, unless they laid 
down their arms within four hours, would 
be summarily shot as soon as captured.

FALSE PRETENCES IN ENGLAND 

John M. Harrington (22), clerk, and Samvel 
McCarthy (29), clerk, former employés of the 
National Bank, were at Manchester Assizes 
yesterday each sentenced to eight months’ im- 
prisonment, after admitting chat they had 
obtained £840 and £600, respectively, from 
the ego ree and Manchester branches of the 
bank by false pretences. 

It was stated that the manager of the 
Liverpool branch received a letter purporting 
to come from the manager of a Dublin 
branch, requesting that a cheaue drawn by a 
Dublin. customer should be honoured up to 
£850. In the letter was a piece of paper, 
purporting to bear a specimen signature of 
the customer. The same day Harrington 
called, asked about the advice note, drew the 
cheque, and was paid £840. The advice 
note and signatare were bogus, and the 
Dublin branch had no such customer. 

Harrington was a clerk at a branch where 
McCarthy was the acting manager. Both got 
into financial difficulties through horse- 
backing, and had falsified the bank books. 
They had to abscond suddenly without money, 
and wrote advice letters to the Liverpool, 
Manchester and Salford branches; ©€500 vas 
obtained by means of the Manchester one. 
Before arrest the accused returned £1,013 10s. 
to the head office, and a further £100 was 
recovered from Harrington when arrested. 

Harrington’s counsel said that he was of a 
well-to-do Irish family, but had got into a 
fast set. 

Counsel for McCarthy said that ‘is wife 
found him through advertising, and prevailed 
upon him to repent, and the money was 
returned.

CHOTA NAGPUR MISSION.

ANNUAL MEETING IN TRINITY 
COLLEGE. 

The annual meeting of the Dublin 
University Mission to Chota Nagpur (S.P.G. 
was held yesterday in the Graduates 
Memorial Hali, Trinity College. 

Canon Moeran presided at the afternoon 
meeting, and addresses were given by the 
Right Rev. Eyre Chatterton, D.D., late 
Bishop of Nagpur, and Miss Grace Harris. 

The report of the Dublin, Giendalough and 
Kildare Auxiliary of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel, which was read 
by the Rev. H. K. Woodward stated that 
the total income from the United Dioceses 
for 1926 was £1,396 4s. 10d., an increase on 
the previous year of £250 13s. 4d. The total 
contributions for Ireland amounted to £6,068 
168. 7d. During 1926 no existing work had 
to be curtailed, and some substantial begin- 
nings of new work asked for in the World 
Call had been made. The appeal made 
during the year for an addition of £30,000 to 
the income from subscri ptions had met w ith 
a splendid response, 000 having been 
received. 

The report of the Women’s Auxiliary of 
the Dublin University Mission was read by 
Miss Jellett, The total contributions to the 
general fund amounted to £1.738 17s. 2d. 
The receipts show a decrease of about £150, 
und it hag been necessary to draw on the 
reserve fund to meet the expense of sending 
out a temporary worker. 

The medical work in connection with the 
mission is hampered by the need of staff. 
To fill the place of Dr. Beatrice Adderley, 
who is taking up a post at Lucknow, Dr. 
Jessie Gray is returning to India for a short 
period. She retired from missionary work in 
india in 1923, and has since been working 
m London. She has now consented to go out 
again to save the mission from having to 
close the hospital, but, owing to her age and 
previous long service in India, her doctor 
will only permit her to go for a short period. 
Vnless one doctor, at least, can be sent out 
in the autumn the closing of the hospital 
will then be inevitable, 

WONDERFUL RESULTS. 

Bishop Chatterton, who went out to India 
thirty-five years ago as first head of the 
mission, spoke of the pleasure it was for him 
to visit Trinity again, and recalled many 
names well known in connection with the 
ea tg, & of the mission. In comparing the 
early days with the present, the speaker 
said wonderful results had been brought | 
about in Chote Nagpur, particularly in educa- 
tional and medical work. To-day, young and 
vigorous people are wanted to fill the places 
of those who have worked for many years 
in the country. One of the great 
problems in India is the mass movement 
and how to cope with large numbers of 
ignorant people needing instruction. Another 
question is the movement of the Church in 
India towards independence and the effect it 
would have on the Europeans and Anglo- 
Indians in the country. If the Church is 
really to come home to the people and 
become the Church of the country it must be 
independent. A measure in connection with 
this matter will probably come before Parlia- 
ment this year. 

Miss Grace Harris, who is home on fur- 
lough, gave an interesting account of the 
work of the women workers of the mission 
and the number and scope of their duties, 
appealing urgently for volunteers to come 
forward. 


NEED FOR WORKERS. 

Canon Moeran referred to the great re- 
“emer to the call for additional income 
rough subsriptions made by the 8.P.G, 
but regretted the pressing need for workers 
in India that made it necessary for Dr. Gray 
to go out again, because there was no one 
else to fill the vacancy out of Trinity. A 
general complaint about foreign missions is 
that too much money is spent on home ex- 
nses, but there are no home expenses for 
the Chota Nagpur Mission unless postage and 

printing. 

There has been a wonderful volte face in 
India in recent years. regarding Christianity. 
Nine years ago a Hindu, speaking at the 
National Congress, mentioned the name of 
Christ, and there was such an uproar of pro- 
test that he had to sit down. Last year the 
president of the same Congress used as his 
principal illustration the story of the cruci- 
fixion of Christ. The educated Hindu of 
to-day has nothing to say against Christ, but 
he looks upon the Western people as lar gely 
false to their Christianity.

HEAVY DAMAGES AGAINST 
SHERIFF. 


At the Limerick Circuit Court yesterday a 
remitted action was heard in which John and 
Philip Murphy, Kilteely, claimed damages 
from the County Sheriff, Mr. Benjamin K. 
Lucas, for the illegal seizure of cattle and 
other stock on foot of a decree obtained by 
John J. Sadlier, Annacarty, Co. Tipperary. 

The plaintiffs’ case was that the stock that 
had. been seized was their property, and not 
that of Michael Murphy. their father. 

The Judge held for the plaintiffs, whose 
money, he said, which had been legitimately 
earned, went to retrieve the fortunes of the 
family, the father having. gone down ih 1923 
for £4,000, when his cattle were seized.

THREE IRISH DOGS IN 
THIRD SIXTEEN. 


HIDDEN DOCTOR DRAWN 


AGAINST PENTONVILLE. 
a oe 
From Our SpPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 


LIVERPOOL, Tuesday Nigit. 

Although the national meeting at Powers- 
town Park, which is to be held next week, 
prevented several of ag Irish ae ade from 
making the journey to Liverpool, there were 
Saatel = Lé the Exchange Station 
Hotel a representative muster of Irish coursers 
from all parts of the country North, South, 
East and West being stron gly in evidence. 
There were several news items of interest to 
Irishmen to be picked up quite st: One 
was to the effect that Mr. John Fullerton s 
nomination was to be filled with Banderlo 
instead of Beaufort. It seems that whén Mr. 
Bean, who also owns Brutus, offered Beaufort 
to the vetertan from Ramelton, he expressed 
the opinion that Banderlo was the better dog, 
but that he had met with a slight misha “-. 
and in the circumstances that it would be 
better to rely ón Beaufort. But a telegram 
arrived this morning to the effect that 
Banderlo was the dog to run, and Mr. Fuller- 
ton is well pleased with the change. 

Another announcement was that Mr. Philip 

O'Sullivan wes to be appointed a steward of 
the meeting, with Messrs. C. Mayail and P. 
Noble, which is a compliment to. Irish 
coursers, and, at the same time, revives the 
memory of an interesting event in which Mr. 
O'Sullivan and Mr. Mayall figured the year 
Heavy Weapon won the Cup. Mr. Mayall’s 
Such a Sell was then favourite for the blue 
riband, and ran up against Mr. O’Sullivan’s 
nomination, Mickey the Mill; but, with odds 
of 6 to 4 laid on Such a Sell, Mickey beat 
him in a long course. Now the two men will 
fraternise as stewards of the greatest coursing 
carnival in the world. Another thing which 
interested us was the quandary in which Mr. 
Thomas Harte found himself when Mr. Denis 
Gorey informed him that he had nothing to 
run at the meeting, and that he would have 
to rely on the Kildare courser to pull him 
out of what was a rather awkward predica- 
ment. Mr. Harte had brought on Hidden 
Doctor and Killybegs Boy, the latter of which 
he regarded as the better of the two. “ Very 
well,” said Mr. Harte; “ take whichever of 
them vou like.” and Mr. Gorey elected to 
run Killybegs Boy. But for that sporting act 
of Mr. Harte the Kilkénny courser might 
have experienced’ not a little difficulty in 
getting a dog at such a late stage in the pro- 
ceedings. 

At the draw the first Irishman to come out 
was Keen Laddie, and we had to wait 
a long time for another ‘from the 
Emerald Isle to be mentioned. In 
the interval the _ Irish-bred Strathavon 
and Banderlo were called, and then came 
such a rush of Irish representatives that the 
men from our side were astonished. First 
there was Seymour Hill, from the Belfast 
kennel of Mr. Shaw, who was ‘drawn out 
with Vicar. Killy ‘begs Boy was one of the 
next pair. When Pentonville’s number was 
announced for the succeeding course there 
was a stir. among the Englishmen, for he is 
again favourite, and for the third time, and 
they were exceedingly anxious to hear ‘what 
his opponent was to be. It turned out to be 
Hidden Doctor; so that the cup was full to 
the brim, as far as we were concerned, 
though we were not in the least. dismayed. 
One of the Irish lot remained, Magill, which 
runs for Mr. M. L. Hearn, whose absence 
and its cause formed a theme of general 
regret. Mr. Mahon’s puppy was the fourth 
last out, and he certainly is the best drawn 
of the Irish dogs. 

From the Irish viewpoint there has not 

been a more unsatisfactory draw for a great 
many years, Not that the appearance of en- 
tonville in the midst makes the least differ- 
ence, for those of us who saw the favourite 
led in two courses by Seymour Hill last year 
at The Withins, and who know what Hidden 
Doctor can do with a Naas hare, have, 
rightly or wrongly, come to the conclusion 
that, with a good hare, the Kildare dog, 
unless Pentonville has improved a good deal, 
could give away the lead, and then whack 
the fancied one. But for three of the Irish 
brigade to be right on op top of each other 
is certainly a stroke of bad luck, and they 
are in a very warm quarter of. the draw, for 
above them are Brutus and Harleo, the last- 
snamed of which has yet to acknowledge 
‘defeat, and was only once led, und then by 
favour. 

But let me take the Irish dogs as they 
were drawn. That Keen Laddie is fit and 
well admits of not- the least doubt—in fact, 
Mr. Keenan informed me that he was much 
better than when he ran in the Irish Cup 
and won it. Be that as it may, he is up 
against a dog in White Light which last 
season was a very fast puppy, but’ which has 
not been out since. But the English critics 
think that the Irish Cup winner will raise a 
couple of flags, and, if he should be so for- 
tunate, he will get a chance of showing what 
he is capable of in the way of running an 
Altcar hare at Lydiate on ‘the second day. 
He is in the same sixteen as Taboo, a puppy 
of which a great deal is thought among the 

“fans ' who study the game here. Though 

Strathavon has been well backed and much 
more fancied than Halmirah, the general 
opinion is that he will hav. a fight of it with 
Mr. Noble’s nomination. Sandwiched be- 
tween the pair and Banderlo is a highly 
thought of one in Sly Jimmie. As a matter 
of fact, Jimmie is a strong tip for the Cup. 
Demetrius is Ki llybegs Boy’s opponent, 
but if the Kildare dog is showing 
his best pace he ought at least to go up in 
front, and speed will be a big factor at the 
Withins if the hares are not breaking back 
which they do as a rule when they find an 
Irishman after them. 

I am one of the few who think that with 
a hare which will stex* up Hidden Doctor 
might spring, the surprise of thé week by 
outcounting Pentonville, and there is nothing 
to prev rent Magill, if he gives his best running, 
from winning a couple of courses. About 
the best looking of the Irish dogs at Fresh- 
field to-day was Seymour Hill, who did so 
well in the Belsize Cup, and then proved at 
Boyne Valley that he can run a hare in the 
open country by going through a small stake 
there. He was a regular picture, and if he 
runs as well as he looks, well, anything may 
happen. I certainly think that he is the 
sheet anchor of the Irish lot, and from what 
[I can glean from good judges here I gather 
that Taboo, Sly Jimmie, Arleo, and Hangar 
are about the best of a moderate home repre- 
sentation. By the way, there was one very 
interesting iring—Captain Viscount Moly- 
neux’s nomination, Spiteful, being drawn 


against his mother’s (Countess Sefton) repre- 


sentative.

A HOPEFUL VIEW. 

Pessimists were preaching that an adverse 
trade balance was the sole test of the 
economic future of the Irish Free State, said 
Mr. Hector Hughes, barristér-at-law, in an 
address to the Zion Literary and Debating 
Society, at the parochial hall, Bushy Park 
road, Dublin, last night. at was a 
fallacy, he said, for it was clear that the rea! 
gauge of the country’s commercial future 
was in the efforts which were being made to 
improve trade conditions. No country in the 
world could show greater constructive efforts 
during recent years, in proportion to size and 
population, than the Irish Free State. Handi- 
capped by a civil war just passed, a new 
svstem and the aftermath of the European 
war, it had embarked upon schemes which 
must result in converting an adverse trade 


. balance into a favourable one. 


CHEAPER POWER. 

Among these was the Shannon scheme, 
which would enable railways and other 
national works to be restored to solvency 
by the use of cheaper power. For the 
farmers cheap power would mean greater 
profits, and a higher standard of life. 

The series of Land Acts passed since 1923, 
the various drainage Acts, the Dairy Produce 
Act, the Divestock Breeding Act and the 
Eggs Act had all helped to place farmers 
in a position of competing advantageously 
with their foreign rivals.
